judicious on the part of our people 
to 


incur the responsibility at this 
time.

We should do nothing to check 
the 


wave of prosperity 
and

He was a stout, healthy man, with auburn 


hair and 
heavy rod 
moustache, 
apparently 


thirty-five years old,weighing about one hun- 
dred and seventy-five 
pounds, 
and 
nearly 5 


feet 10 Inches high. 
He wore rough, but 
de- 
cent, working clothes, 
consisting of a black 
felt hat. a common shirt, tyro pairs of pants 
and 
heavy boots. 
He had 
evidently taken 
his coat offprior to death, as that garment 
wus over lilnface. 


UIS EFFECTS. 


An examination 
of his pockets showed 
a 


partially eaten 
apple, 
a' large-sized 
clasp 


knife, a buckskin purse containing fiftycents 
and a poll tax receipt. 
The 
poll tax receipt 


was 
from Yuba county, nnd lv the name of 


Joseph King,dated 
June 15th, 1875. This much 
aud nothing more was there on the body. 


ALIVE WHEN FOUND, 


On inquiry we learned thai he had been 
dis- 


covered In convulsions 
by two men named 


Smith and Warner, boarders 
at the Railroad 


House, who were hunting. 
When first found 


he was in the bed ofthe river, among tbe wil- 
lows, aud alive. 
He begged forwater, and it 


was given to him frequently. 
His frantic de- 


mands for water at last excited the men, and 
they asked him If he had not taken 
poison, 


but he stoutly denied It. 


HIS

He said In hrokeu English that

hud given him an apple,

They obtained a Doctor for the 
man, but he 
was'then beyond hope, and soon died.

eelpt is not German,yet the man was certain- 
ly of that autlonallty, but so far we have not 
been able to ascertain any further facts In re- 
lation lo him.
